Head man 
says safety 
doe's job

WASHINGTON - Energy Secre- 
tary John^Hcrringtun .said Thursday 
Ihe.Energy Department mu.st accept 
responsibility f^ur the prohiem.s now 
plaguing the country's aging nuclear 
dcreruTe production facilitic.s. * 

"Regrettably, the envinmmonUd, 
health and safety prncticc.s at our fa- 
cilities do not measure up to I9SS 
standards," Herrin^on said in a 
speech at the National Press Club. 

New production facilities, such as 
the reactor scheduled for future con- 
struction at the Idaho National Engi- 
neering laiboraUiry, are the ultimate 
solution to production and safety 
needs, Herrington said. 

"A healthy, viable nuclear weapons 
complex -is not an option for this 
country — it is a necessity, just as it 
has been for more than 40 years.'suid 
the departing Energy chief, who not- 
ed that he has been a staunch sup- 
porter nf the Reagan administra- 
tion's military buildup. 

Although the nuclear waste storage 
problems now affecting storage facil- 
ities at Rocky Flats and INEL were 
not addressed, Herrington stressed 
that environmental and .safety stan- 
dards must not be sacriftced in order 
to maintain a strong mitionid nuclear 
deterrent. 

Dan Rcichcr, a spokesman for the 
Nuturni Resources Defense Council 
who attended Thursday's speech, 
.said that despite those assurance.s, 
DOE is failing to meet fundamental 
safety standards. 

"The unfortunate dynamic at the 
department is that production still 
lakes precedence over safety and the 
environment," Heicher said. 

"I think we've only seen the tip of 
the iceberg ns far os enviranmentn] 
contamination goes at INEL," Reich- 
er said.

Bush chooses Lujan for Interior post, Reilly as EPA director

■iVASIlINGTON — President-elect Bush 
turned to a retired New Mexico congres-sman 
and’a consensus-building Washington conser- 
vationist to head the nation's top environ- 
mental posts Thursday, 

He nominated Rep. Manuel Lujan Jr. as 
Interior Secretary and Wiiiinm K. Hcilly as 
head of the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 

"No t only does Manuel Lujan know the is- 
8UC.S, he also share.s my commitment to find- 
ing n careful balance between the need to

Edward Dcrwiaiki to 
head the new Department of Veteran-s Af- 
fairs; and Samuel Skinner, Chicago mass 
transit official, to be secretary of transporta- 


tion. 

Bush was under pressure to appoint a 
Western Republican and selected Lujan 
from a field of fomcr lawmakers and mod- 
erate environmentalists. Lujan stepped

on the House- Interior and Insular Affairs 
Committee. 

Environmcnlalist<i said Lujan has had lit- 
tle sympathy for conservationist causes na- 
tionwide but has been williing to compro- 
mise .when it came to issues affecting his 
home state. 

For his homestnte, Lujan successfully 
sponsored legislation that set aside more 


than 600, (XX) ucres of New Mexico laml as 
wildcmcsa areas. However, in 1987, he voted 
against a measure that would have protected 
endangered sea turtles from .slirimp R»ir-.

'"He has-not had-a record of-a- strong mvi-- 
ronmenUjL.supportcr." said Bruce Hamilton, 
director of conservation field service.s for the 
Sierra Club.

A pilot program in A'da Ciiuhlyr' 
launched by Magistrate Patricia 
Young, has been followed by similar 
programs in Valley and Bonner coun- 
ties. 

In those programs, divorcing fami- 
lies are encouraged to -view a court- 
produced videotape which discusses

But Jesus hud noUiing to say about 
economic and political systems, unJess they 
were communist, Greet! and lust for power 
in community and nation were not his basi- 
ncHS, Misery was an unfortunate by-product 
of progress, Pangs of guilt could be salved 
by goncroan almsgiving. Such was my faiih. 
Andilcollnp'cd. 


In my pain, 1 turned again to the NcwTcs- 
Uimenl, promising that this time I would 
read it through the eyes of a dying child. 

My reading reminded me that Jesus grew 
up in 0 land under military occupntion. The 
glory tlint was Home was bmlton the tram-, 
pled hopes of weaker pcoplcu When Jesas 
was a child, three thousand men and women 
were crucified within sight of the village of 
Nazareth. Their crime? They wanted a des- 
tiny of their own. 

'hie evangelists tell us that Jesus left the 
relative comfort and security of a crafts- 
man's life to live in the midst of people who 
were loo poor or insignificant to play a role 
in the great nITnirs of history. ‘ “hie Reign of 
God wos near.” he said. "Believe this Gaod 
News." 

But he did not urge his listeners to destroy 
their Romon oppremans. lustcod, he told 
them to live as if God now reigned and no 
one else had power over them . If they would 
take the simple but radical steps of trust, 
mutual forgiveness, and solidority w-ith 
friend or foe alike, they would welcome the 
Reign of God into their own life and commu- 
nity. 

Even the Jewish people, unable to believe 
in the value of redemptive compossion and 
tnic empathy among brothers and sisters, 
luid created a world built on greed and mis- 
tnist. And so Jesus asked his disciples to do 
more ihati simply confess their sins and bask 


in forgiveness. He invited them to be part of 
a new creation. He challenged them to ac- 
cept the burden of risk and make radical 
changes in their life-style and relationship.s 
and expectations. By'his own life-style and 
attitudes, by his strengthening, healing, and 
affirming presence, Jesus showed the possi- 
bilily of a new world anchored in the love of 
the God he called "Abba," a child's word for 
"Father" 

It docs not seem that Jesus was misunder- 
stood. He was understood ail too clearly. Je- 
sus was asking for a terrifying leap of faith 
into the arms of "Abba." Erstwhile disciple.*! 
could not Lake sucha risk.without an iron- 
clad guarantee that it was safe to abandon 
self-interest, or greed for wealth, or lust for 
power, or thirst for recognition and status. 
When Jesus failed to offer such a guarantee, 
his listeners fell fear m the gut and murder- 
ous outrage in their hearts. 

Jesus' journey to Jerusalem seemed a 
fool's errand, something to laugh out of 
town. But as the powers-that-be watched the 
city open its gates, they sensed groat dan- 
ger. Jesus was preaching a grass-roots, non- 
violent revolution. He was olTcring, in God's 
name, new lives in a new world, where the 
old syinbols of privilege would mean noth- 
ing. Jesxis' faUf was sealed. 

Jesus could have run away. But he made a 
choice. He would show the poor and op- 
pres-sed what it moans to trust "Abba." And 


so he died crucified, the name "Abba" on his 
lips. A naked man among the stripped and 
unprotected of this world. 

But the Gospels say he rose from the dead, 
they testify that his disciplerbccame, in- - 
deed, a new creation, the children of "Abba," 
In Jesus, God and man were met, and the re- 
sult was transformation ...a breakthrough 
into a dilTorent way of being human. 

The New Testament concludes that Jesus 
does not simply have a message, He is the 
message. The Christ. The proclamation of 
God's unity with all that is crushed and bro- 
ken jn each one of us. God's invitation to 
trust, to forgiveness, and to vxilnerability 
without guarantees. The living compassion 
of God ...made flesh and dwelling among us ' 
forever. 

The Jesus 1 once knew disappeared in a 
South American slum. A new Jesus takes a 
little girl's hand and leads her to "Abba,'' Wc 
can live now ns if God already reigns, as if 
nobody has any power over us. And even 
when we fail, love will not let us go.

INEL reports nitric add spill

TWIN FALLS -About 180 gallons 
of nitric acid was spilled at the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The acid was inadvertently divert- 
ed to an outdoor percolation pond at 
the Idaho Chemical Processing Plant 
about 5 p.m. Wednesday, said Nick 
Nichols, spokesman for Westing- 
house Idaho Nuclear Co. Inc. 

INEL -is situated over the Snake 
River Plain Aquifer, from which most 
of the Magic Valley draws iLs water. 
But Wcstinghousc officinis said the 
acid is not an environmental hazard 
because it is mixed with a large 
amount of water that goes into the 


percolation pond every day. 

Maintenance workers had worked 
on the system earlier in the dny and 
a valve had been left open. The acid 
was being Irnnsferrcd from the pro- 
cc.ss area in Building 601 to a holding 
tank. 

Instead of flowing into the tank, 
the acid ran into a drain and then 
into the Chemical Plant's service 
waste water system. The wa.sU; water 
system drains into the percolation 
pond. 

The incident did not include any 
release of radioactivity, Nichols said. 
No one was injured. 

"We’ve not had an inadvertent 
transfer of uranium-bearing solution 
in-sevcral years because of tightened 
safety precautions," Nichols said. 


Nitric acid is one of the acids used 
at the Chemical Plant to dissolve 
spent nuclcnr fuel during rcproce.ss 
ing to extract enriched uranium. Ni 
trie acid' also is u.scd in deconiami 
nating equipment in "hot cells' 
heavily shielded rooms wlierc highly 
radioactive materials arc handled by 
remote control. 

Ofiiciuls will critique the ii>cidcni 
to learn whul happened and why it 
hoppened. Corrective action will lie 
token in the form of changed or new 
procedures to prevent future releus 
es, Nichols said. 

Though not regarded ns seriou-s. 
the accident was significant enough 
to report, Nichols said. State and fed 
era! environmental ofiicinls have 
been notified, he said.

Rathbun*s craft requires multiple skills

' "TWIF^’LS - The small, white' 
bungalow on 8th Avenue in Twin 
Falls looks ordinarT^hdugh. The 
only elue.H on the outside to it's own- 
er's less-than-provindnl existence 
are American, British and Canadian 
flags flown in descending order, and 
a Swiss flag prominently displayed 
on the porch. 

Inside, however, i.s tlie workshop 
of H skinnv'i .^wiss .Santa-Claus. Jjis. 
meticuIou.Hly cralled music boxes, 
historically accurate metal minia- 
tures, whirling, carousels and cus- 
tomized chess sets will delight fami- 
lies all over the country on Christ- 
mns morning.. 

Rex Rathbun, a blue-eyed, specta- 
cled, 7t-ycur-old cruflsman, works 
out of a small, pleasantly cluttered 
workroom and n chilly but service- 


able basement to produce his onc-of- 
a-kind collectibles. 

"It , keeps, me, busy and._ofT the 
streets at night," he says, smiling. 
Bom in Berne, Switzerland, his 
‘speech, though usually unaccented, 
is interspersed with French words. 
His gestures are expansive and he 
calls his wife, Evelyn, "My Love." 

Rathbun traces his lineage in 
Switzerland back to the 12th centu- 
ry and says his family has been 
making clocks for about 500 years 
and.muJhc.boTCT for 3(M) years. ^'The_ 
world says so, 1 don't, that the clock 
movements that my family mokes 
are the finest in the world," ho says 
modestly. 

Rathbun does custom work for 
people interested in procuring 
unique, handmade items. His metal 
miniatures, which he casts from 
wax figures he's molded himself, in- 
clude armies of knights, crusaders,

Prices for Rathhun's music Iwxcs 
range from SI 5 for a simple, 12-key 
music box, to S'1,000 for an elubo- 
niU‘_,prnduction, He is currently 
working oh a $-1,000 music box for a 
lawyer in Wyoming. He doesn't ad- 
vertise. All his cu.slomers have seen 
his work or hoard of it by word of 
mouth. 

Rich Nine, a local resident, asked 
Rathbun to make a music box out of 
chorrywood for his wife a couple of 
Christmases ago. "1 was impressed 
when I'first realized he'made'mu.sic' 
sHys-Ninn.'Xspecially .when 
-l-found-out-that-hc ustfd-lo actually 
make the movement ns well as the 
box itself- It's very impres.sive when 
you see them because of how intri- 
cate the movement is and how pret- 
ty the music i.s when it play.s." 

Rathbun is still able to take any 
tune and put it to music ns long as. 
he considers it music of good taste. 


Quality is important lie says — he 
was raised to live life to tlie fullest 
and always do his best. When Rath- 
bun is tnlKing music he's tulking 
clu.ssicui composers: Tllmikovsky, 
Mozart. Beethoven, Schubert.'The 
calilwr of music is par excellence," 
he says. A music box he presented 
to his mother when ho was 15 years 
old plays three Tchaikovsky tunes 
and has more than 2,000 pins on the 
drum.

Many of the fans who bought 
tickets for those shows, for $12.50 
to $15 each, have never gotten 
their money back and it has been 
held in a savings account, said 
Darrell May, director of the Mid- 


South Coli.scum. 

The unclaimed ticket money, 
which originally totaled $150,000, 
has grown with interest to some 
$411,000, May said, 

In 1982, the Presley estate and 
the promoters of the concerts filed 
suit to get the money, but a state 
Court of Appeals ruled In.st week 
that ticket holders have first crack 
at it. 

Susan Clayton, director of the 
stale's division of unclaimed prop- 
erty, said ticket holders will proba- 
bly be allowed to keep them once 
presenting them to claim refunds.

Alvin Ailey to be honored despite 
continued worries over finances

In reccnl years, dance lias taken 
enormous strides out ol the Insular 
world It once occupied, becoming 
more accessible and combining di- 
verse influences, from ballet to tap 
to jazz, fii the forefront lias been 
dancer/choreographer Alvin Alloy, 
whose dance company bears his 
name and who is being honored in 
"The Kennedy Center Honors: A Cel- 
cbrafl'on of the Performing Arts" 
(CDS, Dec. 30). Other honorecs in- 
clude George Dums, Myma Loy and 
violinist Alexander, ^Hncidcr. 

During the course of two Inter- 
views, Alley Is by turns brvsl^uc, 
charming, eloquent. Impatient and 
moody. His company Is celebrating 
Its 30th anniversary this year, but 
duo to lack of money it may dose for 
. good next spring.' Alley at first docs 
not want to talk about such matters 
as I1I.S artistic vision ("Not that 
again," he moans), but rather, the 
lack of funds (or his company. 

"You don't understand," he says. 
"The company's about to close. We 
desperately need an Infusion of pub- 
lic interest, not to mention money. 
Wo, have an enormous deficit, wc 
can't stay in this building, wc have no 
pincu to go, Wc have a board that's 
not as active as It should be. No one 
wants to talk about sad things like 
this during these times.” Alley’s woes 
are not unusual. Despite a growing 
tnicrest in dance, funds (or dance 


companies are not always forthcom- 
ing. 

Once Alley get.s this off his chest, 
however, he warms slightly and be- 
gins to talk about the company and 
Its alms. His company's dance style, 
culled from Jazz, ballet and modern 
dance, took shape through years of 
apprenticeship with other companies. 
He was also Influenced by the rituals 
of the Baptist church, which he at- 
tended as a child, and an early inter- 
est in gymnastics. The dances he has 
choreographed — primitive, stirring, 
athletic and reflective — combine all 
ihesc Influences.; And liu created his 
*■ companyto'Tcmovc'dancc-frtrm-iis- 
privllcgod setting, 

"We've always wanted to get 
donee out of the clltlsl (ocu.s, to bring 
it to the people," he say.s, "That's 
why we run workshops and lectures, 
why we go into the schools. The com- 
pany Is Integrated, but we've tried to 
rcolly keep black culture alive 
through our dances'. I'm Incredibly 

E roud of what we've done and who 
as come out of here." 

That "who" includes M.ado'nna. Mi- 
chael Peters, (who choreographs for 
Michael Jackson) and Judith Jami- 
son. who recently started her own 
company. Alley's dance.s have been 


piTformcd around the world, and he 
has produced several television 
shows on dance, including "Alley 
Cclehrales Ellington.'' 

"H the company clo.se.s ... God, I 
don't know.” tic .says. "My head is 
going coinplctciy mad. Maybe I'll 
move to Paris or California. There 
are always things I can do — it's the 
other people (in his company) I'm 
concerned about." 

And if the company should conlln- 
ue? "There are a million projects 1 
want to do," he says. "I want to keep

Q: How do they Bclcct the audi- 
ences for such daytime talk shows 
as “Donahue” and “Oprah 
Winfrey”? 

Aj Every show has its own ap- 
proach to audience selection. The 
200 tickets for each “Donahue " 
which is taped at NBC studios in 
New York City’s Rockefeller Cen- 
ter, arc obtained only by mall and 
are on a first-comc, first-served 
basis, which results in waiting 
lists of up to five months or long- 
er. Occaslonnlly, n specific type of 
audience is gathered for o partic- 
ular theme (an audience of home- 
less individuals might discuss 
their plight, for example). 

Oprah Winfrey’s show limits ad- 
vance reservations to no longer' 
than one week- The audience of 
about 120 ot the WSL-TV studios 
in Chicago is geared to reflect the 
theme of the doy os often os possi- 
ble (“for a program on single 
mothers, we would like lo have a 
lot of single mothers in the audi- 
ence,” said a spokesman). This is 
accomplished .with a special 30- 
Hccond promo at the end oC the 
program -in which Winfrey points 
out future topics (with a tele- 
phono number that can Be seen 


Q: A few weeks ago Dick Clark 
had a weekly variety series on. 
CBS. What happened to it? 

A: “Dick Claik Presents,” a serieK 
which was booked for a six-w(M*k run, 
is history. CBS added the series at a 
time when il was faced with the possi- 
bility of the writers’ strike slrctching 
well Into the fall season. 


Q; Is the actress who ploys Lily 
on “The New Munsters" the same 
actress who was Betty on 
“Barnaby Jones”? 

A; Yes, behind the makeup is vet- 
eran actress Lee Meriwether, whose 
resume not only includes “Burnaby” 
(1973-80). but nlso the daytime soaps 
“Clear Horizon" and “The Young Mar- 
rieds," and prime time’s The Time 
Tunnel” (1966-67). “The New Andy 
GrifTith Show" (1971) and the quiz 
show “Masquerade Party" (1974-75). 
The former Miss ^crica (1955) has 
made loU of gucSt appearances on 
programs over the ycara, even appear- 
ing as one of the actresses who played 
Catwoman on “Batman.” Yvonne De-
